SELECTMENS’ REPORT — 2009 
Roads: 


Work has been completed on Old Route 110, with most of the pavement removed 
and restored to gravel. At present, there are no plans to repave any of the town’s roads, 
because of the expense. However, we have joined with other communities to apply for a 
federal grant for paving. If successful, we will use these funds to repave roads which 
have been converted to gravel in recent years, starting with old Route 110. 


As we all know, a portion of Route 16 collapsed during the past year. Repairs 
were complicated by various wetlands issues, but they were completed by the state. 
Although there was no cost to the town, we did receive an unexpected benefit from this 
situation. The state used excess funds from this project to replace and lengthen guard 
rails in two places along the East Side River Road. This work has been requested for 
several years and will improve safety for those who travel along this route. 


The new town truck was purchased and placed into service toward the end of last 
winter. According to the Road Agent, it is working very well. This year, we are asking 
for $15,000 for the truck capital reserve fund, as we expect to replace the small truck in 
about four years. We are also requesting $7,000 for a heated pressure washer. This will 
be used by the Road Agent to maintain town equipment and to thaw culverts when 
needed. 


Plans for 2010 include resurfacing Paris Road or Holt Road. Whichever one 
doesn’t get done in 2010 will be on the schedule for 2011. We have not been able to 
locate a less expensive source of winter sand, but we will continue to look. As always, 
we express our appreciation to Donald Bacon for his untiring efforts to keep our roads 
safe. We are truly fortunate to have him. 


Bridge: 


As we reported last year, we have received an estimate of just over one million 
dollars to replace the bridge on Old Route 110. We appropriated a total of $30,000 to 
conduct an engineering study to repair the bridge. However, after interviewing four 
engineering firms, we found that it will cost almost twice this amount to do this study 
properly. Therefore, we did not spend any of this appropriation. 


This year, we are asking to withdraw $55,000 from the bridge capital reserve fund 
to pay for an engineering study. We have already applied and been approved for an 80% 
grant from NH Dept of Transportation, but it will take 4 — 5 years to receive these funds. 
If we can repair this bridge for approximately $500,000, we can borrow the difference 
and pay just the interest until the DOT funds become available. At current interest rates, 
this will cost the town about $15,000 per year. If the town approves, the study will be 
done in 2010 and the repairs will be completed in 2011.

Town Buildings: 


Extensive renovations were completed in 2010 to provide necessary protection for 
the health of those who spend time in the town hall. Moldy carpets were removed and 
replaced with tile. In addition, a ventilation system was installed to prevent a recurrence 
of the mold problem. There are no major projects planned for 2010, but there are a few 
maintenance issues that need to be addressed. 


The town hall kitchen received a significant upgrade, thanks to Art and Elizabeth 
Ruediger. The Ruedigers donated a stove and a refrigerator, which enabled us to get rid 
of two old stoves, a refrigerator, and a freezer. Now the kitchen area is less cluttered and 
more energy efficient. Thank you, Art and Elizabeth. 


Cemetery Issues: 


Over the years, the members of the Cemetery Committee have done a fine job of 
managing the town’s three cemeteries and overseeing the performance of the Sexton. In 
the past, cemetery care has been funded primarily by a variety of perpetual care trust 
funds established by those who purchased cemetery lots. This system became 
problematic a few years back, because interest rates have declined and the conditions 
placed on the individual funds proved to be too cumbersome. For these reasons, the town 
is now paying for cemetery care. 


This year, we have proposed abolishing the Cemetery Committee as a formal 
organization and changing the Sexton from an elected to an appointed position. This is 
not to be critical of the current Cemetery Committee or the Sexton, but rather to reflect 
the reality of how our cemetery care is funded today. If the town approves, the 
Selectmen intend to keep the current Sexton and the Cemetery Committee members will 
be welcome to continue to serve in an advisory capacity. 


Planning/Zoning Issues: 


During 2009, the Selectmen and the Planning Board co-hosted a series of 
meetings to obtain input on making changes to the zoning ordinance. This was in 
response to a survey that was conducted a year ago, as well as a number of comments 
from property owners. On the 2010 ballot, there are three changes proposed to the 
zoning ordinance resulting from these meetings. 


These changes are proposed as a first step, to gauge the wishes of the voters, and 
they are intended to be simplistic in nature. If approved, the Planning Board will develop 
guidelines to be used by property owners to present requests to the Zoning Board. The 
intent is to provide a degree of flexibility, so disputes can be settled without the expense 
of going to court. 


The next step in this process is to update the town’s master plan, and we are 
requesting an appropriation from the master plan capital reserve fund for this purpose. At 


the same time, we intend to address broader issues, such as the preservation of our large 
tracts of woodlands. Meetings will be publicized in the local papers and all interested 
persons are encouraged to participate. 


Budget: 


This year’s tax rate was very low, but we expect the rate to be considerably higher 
for the next 2 —3 years. During 2009, we sold some wood from two town lots and were 
able to make more than we expected because of favorable market conditions. This 
income was used to lower taxes and to offset some extraordinary expenses for education. 
We anticipate these expenses to continue for another 2 —3 years, but we have no more 
wood to sell. 


Windmill Project: 


We continue to support the project proposed by Granite Reliable Power, LLC. 
The permitting process has taken longer than expected, but construction is planned to 
start in 2010. Completion is scheduled for 2011. 


Legal Issues: 


The town is involved in one lawsuit, which was dismissed by the Superior Court 
about a year ago. The dismissal was appealed to the NH Supreme Court, which has yet 
to rule. The town’s attorney has expressed confidence that the appeal will be dismissed 
as well. 


Help Wanted: 


In a small town like ours, it is a constant struggle to provide the services that 
everyone expects while keeping costs down so taxes can be affordable. We are very 
fortunate to have the services of those who contribute their time and talents to 
maintaining our way of life, but we are desperately in need of people to serve in various 
positions, particularly the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Adjustments. Not 
only do we have a number of open positions, but we also have some current board 
members who would like to step down. 


Things change, whether we want them to or not. We cannot stop change; we can 
only try to manage it. This year will provide some extraordinary opportunities for 
residents to participate in shaping our town’s future. Please consider helping us to 
manage our town’s growth, so we can all continue to enjoy the things we love about 
Dummer.

ACCOUNTANTS’ COMPILATION REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Dummer, New Hampshire: 


We have compiled the financial statements and other financial information of Town of Dummer 
as of December 31, 2008, and for the year then ended, included in the accompanying prescribed 
form MS-5 in accordance with Statements on Standards for Accounting and Review Services 
issued by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. 


Our compilation was limited to presenting in the form prescribed by New Hampshire Department 
of Revenue Administration information that is the representation of the Town’s management. We 
have not audited or reviewed the financial statements referred to above and, accordingly; do not 
express an opinion or any other form of assurance on them. 


These financial statements and other financial information are presented in accordance with the 
requirements of New Hampshire Department of Revenue Administration which differ from 
generally accepted accounting principles.

Our little library continues to chug along as Dummer’s literary connection. Thank you to all of you who 
have donated your books and most of all your time in keeping the library an important part of our town’s 
cultural landscape. 


The library renewed its membership with the Junior Library Guild and will be receiving a new book each 
month in the category of graphic novels. We have already received several titles including a visual 
adaptation of the legend of Robin Hood.

Milan & Dummer Ambulance Service 


During 2009, there have been many changes in the ambulance service. First. Paul Prouty became 
Direetor of the service effective April 1, 2009, as Peter Roberts stepped down to Assistant Director. We 
changed billing agents as well as accountants. The new billing agent, Lynn Cotnoir. has done a 
fantastic job at retrieving money owed to us from insurance companies, some of which were a couple 
years old. Our new accountant, Patty Chase, has done a fantastic job in keeping up as well. We also 
ordered and received our new ambulance. Our ambulance is now 4 wheel drive, so we shouldn't have 
as many difficulties reaching our destinations. We have also updated some of the equipment that we 
have on the ambulance to remain in standards required by the State of New Hampshire. We still need 
to make some more equipment updates and | am Jooking into grants and other funding for some of 
those. 


We still only have about 6 active members, and are currently recruiting for more EMT's. We are 
planning on holding a class in June for EMT-Basic. This class is planning on running in Bartlett. As of 
now, we have 4-5 interested candidates planning on taking the class, but we need more. Anyone 
interested in taking the class can contact me at the office phone, 449-3407 or on my cell phone, 915- 
0351. We need to build up a stronger volunteer base so that we can answer more of our calls for 
service. As of now, we are answering about 50 percent of our calls. Jt would be easier to answer more 
calls if we had more volunteers that were able to respond. At this time. there have been numerous calls 
where only one responder was available. When this happens, another service gets called in because it 
is a state requirement that there are 2 licensed EMT's present on the ambulance. This causes a delay in 
the care of the sick or injured while another town ts notified, usually Berlin, but in some cases, we have 
to wait for Gorham or Errol to arrive. This causes a significant delay in care.

2009 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


The AVRRDD 2009 Budget apportionment for our member municipalities totaled $453,315. A 
surplus of $315,160.40 from the 2008 budget was used to reduce apportionments with a net budget of 
$138,154.60 being billed to the member municipalities. The proportionate share of the credit for the Town 
of Dummer was $4,626.03 reducing your gross apportionment of $7,321.05 to $2,695.02. Preliminary 
reconciliation of the 2009 budget shows a surplus of approximately $167,852.12 being available to credit 
toward 2010 apportionments. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility marketed a total of 1,965.71 tons of recyclables, for the period 
January |, 2009 through December 31, 2009, representing $80,346.65 of marketing income to the District. 


For calendar vear 2009, our Transfer Station received 2,744 deliveries from District residents for a 
total] of 784.55 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris. In addition, our 261 
commercial accounts delivered 295.67 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris and 
440.4] tons of wood. Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 1,)89.35 tons of wood that was 
processed through a grinder, 535.40 tons of scrap metal, 335.69 tons of leaf and yard waste and 185.36 tons 
of brush which was chipped with the District owned chipper. In addition, 438 refrigerators/air 
conditioners; 92] propane tanks; 5,075 tires; 18,150 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 868 pounds of baljasts and 
61.62 tons of electronics were recycled. We also received 1,080 gallons of waste oi] from our residents 
which was used in our waste oi] furnace to heat the recycling center. Transfer Station recycling income 
totaled $24,394.25. The Recycling Center and Transfer Station are operated, under contract with the 
District, by FERCO Recycling, Inc. of Berlin. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in April 2009: Linda Cushman of 
Jefferson was re-elected Chairman; Yves Zornio of Gorham was re-elected Vice Chairman and Clara 
Grover of Errol] was re-elected Secretary-Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Raymond Holt of 
Dummer, Raymond Aube of Randolph, Thomas McCue of Berlin, Paul Grenier for the Coos County 
Unincorporated Places, Erik Gagne of Milan, Robert Larson of Northumberland and George Bennett of 


Stark. 


In June, the District conducted its eighteenth annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day. 
The collection was held at the District Transfer Station with 355 households participating. The project was 
funded through the District Household Hazardous Waste Fund with a $30,000 payment from the Mt. 
Carberry Landfill Budget. No assessment was made to the District communities. In addition, a grant from 
the State of New Hampshire reimbursed the District at nineteen cents ($.19) per capita. The next 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 5, 2010 at the District Transfer 


Station. 


2009 was the seventh year of operations for the AVRRDD- Mt. Carberry Landfill. Since 
purchasing the landfill in December 2002, no assessments have been made to the District municipalities for 
Mt. Carberry Landfill operations, with income raised through landfill tipping fees covering operating 
expenses. The landfill is operated, under contract with the District, by Cianbro Corp.

Please accept this letter as a request for funds in the upcoming fiscal year for the American Red 
Cross in the amount of $155 ($0.45 per capita for the 2008 Dummer population of 345). 


The Granite Chapter now serves about two-thirds of New Hampshire, including central and 
northern communities. Chapter staff and volunteers provide support and relief after a disaster; 
emergency preparedness training; courses in health and safety; blood drives; volunteer and 
youth leadership opportunities; and aid to military families. | have enclosed a brochure with 
additional information about the work of the Granite Chapter; our Annual Report is available 
upon request. 


In fiscal year 2009", your Red Cross chapter has been active in and around Dummer. 


* Red Cross trained volunteers make up the chapter's Berlin Area Disaster Action 
Team, which responds to disasters day or night in Dummer and surrounding towns. |n 
all, the Granite Chapter has seven Disaster Action Teams with over 100 specially trained 
volunteers. The other teams are based in Concord, Lakes Region, Plymouth, Littleton, 
Mount Washington Valley, and Colebrook, and travel to meet the disaster needs in any 
of our towns. 


e Fortunately there were no home fires or other local disasters last year in Dummer that 
required Red Cross assistance. In all last year, our disaster volunteers responded to 119 
disasters, helping a total of 313 people, including 109 children, in 44 towns. 80 percent 
of the local disasters were residential fires. Disaster teams were also on the scene of the 
July Tornado and the Ashland Floods in August. During the December Ice Storm, the 
Chapter operated 15 Red Cross emergency shelters round the clock, and worked with 
communities at another 30 emergency shelters. 


e 569 Licensed Nurse Assistants entered the healthcare field last year because of the 
training and/or testing through the Chapter’s LNA training program. 


e The Red Cross is there to help the Armed Forces personnel and their families in times of 
crisis. Last year this chapter responded to 118 cases for assistance to military families.

e Last year, 14,732 Health and Safety classes trained 1,604 participants at the chapter 
office in Concord and communities throughout our jurisdiction. Red Cross classes 
include CPR, First Aid, use of AEDs, Babysitter Training, Safe. on My Own (for ages 8- 
11), Pet First Aid and more. We are always glad to arrange for Red Cross classes in 
Dummer with an enrollment of six or more participants. 


e Last year in all the towns that we serve. there were 313 blood drives where donors 
gave a total of 15,813 units of the “gift of life.” NH hospitals depend on the American 
Red Cross for their biood supplies. 


All Red Cross assistance is free to disaster victims. The Granite Chapter is a non-profit 
organization that receives no annual federal funding. We depend on generous donations of time 
and money from the American people to support our services. An appropriation from Dummer 
would help to the Granite Chapter continue to train and prepare people for emergencies, and 
respond swiftly and effectively in times of crisis. 


Based on two years of data, the average support provided to disaster victims is about $1300 per 
case. Municipal contributions are one part of our diversified funding sources. We ask all 110 
towns in our area for a contribution based on the same rate per capita. Last year we received 
funding from a generous 32 percent of our towns. 


Volunteers and staff of this chapter look forward to serving the residents of Dummer in the next 


fiscal year. Thank you for your consideration of this request to support the humanitarian work of 
the American Red Cross.

Dummer School District

Dear Citizens of Dummer, 
T hope that this annual letter finds you well. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Dummer for supporting the Dummer/Berlin 
withdrawal study and recommendations of the withdrawal committee at the March 2009 
School District Meeting. Through your actions, a tuition agreement was formed with 
Berlin that allows school choice for students in grades seven through twelve. The 
decision was not an easy one, as money had to be added to the School District 2009-2010 
budget if this initiative was passed. In these tough economic times the citizens made a 
hard decision based on what was right for children and you are to be applauded. 


The Dummer School Board continues to work to develop a frugal budget for the 
upcoming budget cycle. Our special education director, Steve Gordon, continues to 
explore ways to keep our special education costs down. Programs that meet the needs of 
our students and keep our students in the local schools are of utmost importance to Mr. 
Gordon. As you are well aware, our primary budget expenditure 1s student tuition 
followed by student transportation. If we can avoid sending students “out of district’, 
we can keep costs down. 


During a daylong administrative work session in May of 2009 an SAU wide Technology 
Committee was created. This committee, with representation from all schools in the 
SAU, held its first meeting in August of 2009. In order to make informed instructional 
decisions we need to use data to drive these choices. The new technology committee will 
help us to achieve this goal. In addition, the committee will advise all SAU schools as to 
what direction we need to take for purchases of technology equipment, technology 
curriculum for students and training of staff. This exciting initiative will lead us in 
making informed decisions for individual student instruction based on solid data. 


In the fall of 2009 the Dummer School Board reviewed their mission statement and 
established goals for the current school year. The mission statement and goals are printed 
below: 
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Dummer School District Mission Statement 


The mission of the Dummer School Board is to allow for the highest standards of 
quality education for all students by adopting policies that ensure effective, efficient 
operations and the ability for students to pursue academic excellence. We are 
dedicated to work with bordering communities, those that receive our students as 
per AREA/Tuition agreements, to ensure that our students are provided the best 
opportunities to develop life-long skills enabling them to be contributing and 
productive members of society. 


Goal 1. The Board will continue to be fiscally responsible regarding the cost of 
education for all Dummer Students. 


Goal 2. To have the Dummer School! District Policy Book posted online. 


I believe that the Board is committed to and has been successful in accomplishing the 
mission and goals that they have established. 


Thanks are extended to Jennifer Miller who served on the Dummer Schoo! Board for the 
last four years. Jenn was instrumental in developing the Dummer School District Policy 


Handbook. Her service to the students of Dummer is greatly appreciated.

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Milan Village School 
Principal’s Report 
2009-2010 


The 2009-2010 school year has brought many rewards and opportunities for the staff and students of the 
Milan Village School. With the consistent and generous support of the staff, parents, volunteers, school 
board, SAU personnel, students and Milan community, we have enjoyed the tremendous advantages of 
operating in a small school environment while keeping up with national standards. In addition, our active 
school community has helped us to continue to refine our many excellent programs designed to give 
individual students the skills and knowledge that they will need to succeed in a diverse world. The 
following are examples of these programs: 


e We implemented the Positive Behavior Intervention Support (PBIS) program in the fall 
of 2004. Since then we have seen major positive changes in the atmosphere of the 
school. The staff members embrace their role as a support network for students and are 
thoughtful and passionate about creating a nurturing educational environment. In 
addition, students are consistently rewarded with positive consequences for appropriate 
behavior and held accountable with negative consequences for inappropriate behavior. 

e Beginning in the fall of 2007 the Milan Village School has been using a process called 
Response to Intervention (RTI). This is a system that uses data to develop specific plans 
for all students. The school has seen significant academic gains using this model and 
continues to refine It. 

e The Student Support Center (SSC) was created during the 2006-2007 school year and 
offers the opportunity for individual targeted intervention for small groups of students 
using the Response to Intervention model. Students are targeted if they are struggling in 
a subject or if they are excelling. The SSC is also used to create enrichment programs 
for all students. The Student Support Center Coordinator instructs students in GPS and 
GIS mapping projects of local areas, the creation of brochures for local attractions and 
the development of a nature trail near school grounds. The Coordinator also oversees a 
peer mediation program, student council and a photo club. 

e The Curriculum Committee and Data Team are both made up of teachers and 
administrators. They use the school’s 5-10 year curriculum plan as a guide as they set 
goals and advise changes based on the school’s needs and the findings of current data. 

e The Milan Village School has partnered with many outside organizations including NH 
Fish and Game, Project WET and Project WILD, Project Learning Tree, the Appalachian 
Mountain Club and others in order to bring varied and important real world perspectives 
the students. 

e The PTO continues to accomplish wonderful enriching activities for our students. The volunteer 
effort in general is truly amazing. Volunteers have helped with a myriad of programs including: 
cultural events throughout the school year, the Ski Program, the Recreation Department, the Bike- 
a-thon, the Walk-a-thon and Wood’s Day. Thank you, volunteers.
